ping pong or billiards, sit and chat 
w ith a friendly hostess who wall 
sew on th at ioose button or new7 
chevron, or 
participate 
in the 
nightly broadcast. 
Junior hostesses from A rling­ 
ton Heights, who chat, 
sing and 
dance w ith the service men a t the 
centers are: G ertrude M. Glave, 
IO W. Campbell st.; Carolyn Kranz, 
402 W. Eiiclid ave.; Dorothy M.

venience. Free tickets to movies, 
sporting events and special fea­ 
tures; lounge; w riting and class­ 
ical music rooms;

show's, dancing w'ith the best or­ 
chestras, and a red, white, and blue 
canteen.

ages. Often hot dishes are added,

Meat and batter 
rationing is 
simple aifair 


One point stamps 
will be used 
for ‘change* 


“ Sim plicity is the keynote of the 
new 
m eats 
and 
fats 
rationing 
program ju st announced by the 
Office 
of 
Price 
A dm inistration,” 
said Mrs. C. A. Hughes, chairm an 
of the Foods R ationing Board. 


‘ A lthough the ration list include^ 
a wide variety of foods, including 
all m eats and m any cheeses, as 
well as shortenings and salad oil, 
bu tter and m argarine, canned fish, 
and m any other item s, from the 
point of view of the housewife who 
does the shopping, it will really be 
a simple m atter. 


“All these foods will be rationed 
with a single set of stam ps, and 
the busy housewife will have to 
consult only one table of point val­ 
ues to find out how' m any ration 
points any of these foods will cost. 


“This latest program requires no 
registration of any kind. W ar Ra­ 
tion Books Tw'o are already dis­ 
tributed, and when the program 
goes into effect, housewives will al­ 
ready have had a full m onth’s ex­ 
perience in the use of their point- 
ration books in buying processed 
foods.” 


One of the few' differences be­ 
tween the use of the blue and the 
red stam ps in W ar Ration Book 
Two, is the order in which stam ps 
will be declared valid. 


When rationing begins on M arch 
29, the first set of stam ps, m arked 
A, — w orth 16 points, — will be 
valid. 
Beginning on April 4, and 
then on each succeeding Sunday 
throughout April, an additional set 
of stam ps will be validated. 
All 
these stam ps, from A through E 
inclusive wil 
rem ain in use all 
m onth, — m aking a total of 80 
points per person for April. 
A nother difference in the use of 
the red stam ps is th at it perm its 
retailers to make “change” in ra ­ 
tion stam ps when a custom er finds 
it impossible to give the exact 
am ount of valid red stam ps wiien 
m aking a purchase. Only one-point 
red stam ps of any series currently 
valid m ay be used for this purpose. 
D uring the week of April 4 to 
IO, for example, storekeepers may 
give th eir custom ers red 1-point 
stam ps m arked A or B in change. 
Custom ers m ust use stam ps they 
receive in change by the end of 
the m onth in which they are is­ 
sued and before they expire — ju st 
as they m ust use the stam ps in 
their own books. 
As red stam ps 
are declared 
valid, they m ay be used with com­ 
plete freedom of choice by the 
nousewife to buy any one, or any 
combination, 
of 
the 
foods 
for 
w’hich they m ust be surrendered. 
Point values for the entire list 
of foods rationed w'ill be the same 
in every retail store in the country 
— ju st as they are for canned 
goods, although point prices of 
different cuts of m eat will be dif­ 
ferent. 
•Many farm ers produce some of 
the foods included in the new’ ra ­ 
tion program for the use of their 
fam ilies. However, the governm ent 
is requesting th at farm fam ilies re­ 
tain red stam ps in their fam ily ra ­ 
tion books in an am ount equal in 
point value to the foods produced 
and eaten a t home. 
W hen a farm er sells any of these 
home-produced foods, he m ust col­ 
lect ration stam ps from his cus­ 
tom ers, — even if they are neigh­ 
bors, — on the basis 
of official 
point prices, and tu rn these stam ps 
into the Office of Price Adm inis­ 
tration. 
“F arm ers,” Mrs. Hughes said, 
“w'ill be instructed later on ju st 
when and how7 to tu rn in these 
stam ps.”

1943 spring flood 
greatest in 
14 years 


Commissioner Wm. Luehring, of 
A rlington H eights street depart­ 
m ent 
reports 
th at 
the 
annual 
spring flood in the basem ents of 
m any local homes is g reater than 
any y ear since he has been em­ 
ployed by the village. 
He places 
the blame on the hard wanter which 
has frozen the ground to a depth ; 
of 18 to 24 inches. The m elting of 
the snow' and heavy rain Monday I 
brought forth a call for help from j 
m any a household. 
In one h o u se1 
the w ater extinguished the furnace I 
fire. 
In others the depth varied 
from two to eight inches. 


A rlington H eights has a large 
sew er and the flooding did not j 
last long. 
As soon as the sewer I 
could take the surplus w ater the 
basem ents w’ere drained. On some 
streets relief was 
obtained by j 
opening man holes which allowed 
air to get out of the sewer and 
make more space for the wrater. 
1’a.ul Collins and Jam es Sommers, 
of Scarsdale Im provem ent associa­ 
tion appeared before the village 
board Monday evening in behalf of 
residents 
along 
Kenihvorth rd., 
asking for relief from the w ater 
th at is draining off from Scars­ 
dale estates. They took the posi­ 
tion th at as long as the village 
perm itted the opening of the high­ 
ways through the 
E states into 
Scarsdale, the village was partly 
responsible for any nuisances th at 
resulted. 
The village board directed th at j 
their engineer study the situation 1 
on the possibility th at a storm 
sewer m ight be needed to prevent 
a recurrence of the condition. 
There has been such a flood of 
w a te r through the treatm en t plant 
th at no electricity has been used 
for pum ping purposes during this 
month. 
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Jack Vernon Ross, ship’s car­ 
penter of the British 
M erchant 
Navy, w'hose fam ily of four were 
killed by bombs in Nazi raids of 
England, had a vivid tale to tell 
to A rlington H eights Lions Tues­ 
day evening. 
The pleasure c ra ft 
th at Ross was using to assist in the 
evacuation of Dunkirk, was blow’n 
to bits by a mine. He later assist­ 
ed in the evacuation of Crete and 
carried supplies to M alta, a peril­ 
ous task. 


Upon one of his early trips from 
Am erica to Russia, less than ten 
of the fifty ships th at left this side 
of the A tlantic reached their des­ 
tination. Torpedoes sank the next 
four ships on which he was a 
crew' member. He is now assigned 
to a freighter w’ho will leave Chi­ 
cago as soon as the St. Lawrence 
river is free from ice and will 
again head for the A tlantic. 


Jack is using his spare tim e 
while in Chicago to carry the w ar 
m essage to various civic groups. 
In telling his story he does not 
attem pt any dram atic effects, but 
it is a story th a t is startlin g be­ 
cause it lifts a curtain to w hat is 
really7 happening in the A tlantic, 
of which the radio news commen­ 
tators can only hint. 
Here are a fevy excerpts from 
the seam an’s talk to the Arlington 
Lions. 
# 
“ We were all very scared by 
w hat wre saw’ th at day when we 
arrived off the beaches of Dun­ 
kirk. 
On the first trip over, we 
brought 
back 
tw’enty-three 
sol­ 
diers to Dover; on the second, we 
brought another eighteen men and 
again wTe w’ent back across th at 
narrow strip of w ater to bring a 
third load. U nfortunately we ran 
along side of a freig h ter th at wras 
hit by a m agnetic mine and the 
force of the explosion blew our 
small craft out of the w ater and 
it sank, leaving us to sw im for it.” 


W hile serving aboard a freig h t­ 
er returning from M urm ansk, Rus­ 
sia, when south of-Iceland the ship 
th at he was on was torpedoed, and 
he thereupon began his first A t­ 
lantic cruise aboard a sm all life 
boat. Upon being rescued he again 
sailed aboard a freig h ter 
from 
Baltim ore east bound. This tim e 
upon being torpedoed he was one 
o f"four survivors who spent •sev­ 
eral days in the A tlantic aboard a 
small life raft. A fter rescue once 
more out from the United States 
aboard a freighter only to be again 
torpedoed. The ne*xt "time he w’as 
a bit more successful in th at the 
freighter leaving the United States 
successfully discharged its cargo 
a t A lexandria and wras not to r­ 
pedoed until ort its wray back to 
the United States. 


“As I swam for the life boat I 
recall 
vividly the thought th at 
flashed through my mind, namely 
th at I had now’ been plunged into 
the A tlantic for the fifth tim e and 
even in my then predicam ent I 
wondered if I would be as fo rtu n ­ 
ate as I had previously been.” 
“A fter seventeen days of the 
utm ost hardship and the m ost h ar­ 
rowing experiences of my life, we 
arrived in the port of St. Lucia in 
the Leeward 
Islands. 
I later 
learned th a t the thirty-nine of us 
in this boat built to hold only th ir­ 
ty people had covered twelve hund­ 
red miles from the place w’here we 
were torpedoed.” 


Army-Navy tests 
at Ailington 
high April 2 


Both the Arm y and N avy are in 
need of qualified candidates for 
officer training and college trained 
specialists. All boys w’ho will be 
17 years of age and who will be 
graduates of a high school by 
July I, 1943, are eligible to take 
the tests. 
Any boys not now in 
school and who have graduated can 
apply to Principal A. M. Conger 
for inform ation and the necessary 
form s to apply for the tests. Boys 
m ust be under 20 years of age on 
July I fo r the Navy program , or 
under 22 years of age for the 
Arm y program . 
A fter a boy has qualified by 
passing this test he is expected to 
complete 
the 
norm al 
twelve 
or 
thirteen w’eeks of basic m ilitary 
training im m ediately following his 
induction into the arm y or navy. 
Success on the test, however, will 
provide the candidate w ith a cer­ 
tificate of qualification, which a t 
the tim e of voluntary or regular 
induction, w’ill assure his assign­ 
m ent to a Replacem ent T raining 
Center as a potential Arm y Spec­ 
ialized Training program trainee. 
If he has been successful in his 
personal qualifications of appear­ 
ance, morals, and behavior, he will 
be assigned to a college in a tra in ­ 
ing unit for college training a t the 
rate of pay of 
private, seventh 
grade, and will receive his regular 
allowance of clothing and subsist­ 
ence w’hile in attendance. 
Those preferring the N avy pro­ 
gram will fill out a Navy blank and 
those not having a preference may 
fill out either application m aking 
th at notation. The test, however, 
is understood to be the same for 
any branch of the service. 
The 
length of the college training has 
not been stated by A rm y or Navy 
authorities, but as there is no ob­ 
ligation on boys w’ho take the test 
to volunteer or have the tim e of 
their regular induction changed, 
it seems a good thing for boys w’ho 
can pass the test to be arm ed with 
this 
qualifying 
certificate 
when 
they enter the Arm y or Navy, in 
case’ they do w ant to apply for 
training either as specialists or 
regular officer candidates. No pro­ 
vision has been made for later 
exam inations and any boys not 
now’ in high school soon to be in­ 
ducted into the arm y should con­ 
tact Mr. Conger in tim e to obtain 
the required num ber of the tests. 
All present high school seniors 
will be given the test unless they 
state th a t they do not wish to do 
so. These tests are qualifying for 
w’hat are knowrn as the Navy V-12 
and the A rm y A-12 college tra in ­ 
ing program s.

walked

Cross Blood Donor C enter in B alt­ 
imore to pay back the transfusion 
he received when injured in N orth 
A frica. The physician a t the center 
said “Keep your blood, son. W e’ll 
get it from those w’ho don’t have 
to go out there and fig h t.” 
Said Sutton of the fighting in 
A frica, “ I’m here to tell you th at 
plasm a is practically m iraculous. 
They bring in a guy w'ho’s gone 
into shock. He looks like he’s dead. 
They pump plasm a into him and 
back he comes. I f s the m ost im­ 
portant of our medical supplies. 
There are a lot of fellows coming 
back from A frica who wouldn’t 
have returned if we hadn’t 
had 
plasma. 
“I rem em ber one who was lit­ 
erally full of m achine gun bullets. 
It looked like he w’as bleeding to 
death right there on the beach. 
But. we shot plasm a into him and 
fixed him up so he could be moved 
to a hospital ship and he’ll live.” 
Young Sutton has graphically 
presented the life-saving w’ork of 
blood-plasma program of the Red 
Cross. It takes donations of blood 
and money to make this program 
necessary. N ot every one can give 
blood but all can give money. It 
costs about three dollars to receive

With less construction for war 
purposes reported for February 
than for January, the month show­ 
ed notwithstanding a gain of l l 
per cent over last year, for no per­ 
mit was issued in February, 1942, 
for any large war plant. Febru­ 
ary, 1943, fell heavily from Janu­ 
ary of this year, however, due to 
the smaller amount of war con­ 
struction reported. 
All new building for February 
in the Chicago region amounted to 
$5,968,677, as against $5,393,344 
reported for February, 1942, and 
$8,o21,039 fot January, 1943. Leav­ 
ing war building out of consider­ 
ation it may be noted that all other 
building in February amounted to 
$1,002,452, while in January this 
item was $948,809, a small 
im­ 
provement where improvement is 
greatly" desired. On the other hand, 
what appears to be a great falling 
off in war building 
need not be 
considered so, for the reports of 
w7ar building in the past year, run­ 
ning as high as $55,000,000 for 
one plant, have upset all trends. 
The $55,000,000 plant, for example, 
which boosted the September, 1942, 
total to $60,000,000, is still under 
construction, and its valuation is 
now' being adjusted upwardly by 
the inclusion in the February sur­ 
vey of an additional $3,000,000 for 
this plant. 
With priorities which the FHA 
had alloted to builders who did 
not use them recaptured and now 
being allocated to areas near the 
great war plants, the building re­ 


total for the region was 101 homes 
valued at $397,325, w'hile that for 
February w as 192 homes, $800,623. 
As 1,100 priorities were taken back 
and have been re-allocated, sever­ 
al good home building months are 
in prospect. But these priorities 
will not last long if wre build 
homes at the rate we did in 1941 
and 1942, — in fact they could 
easily be used up in one month. 
Evidently in spite of the re-allo­ 
cated priorities, the home building 
situation remains critical and the 
great question still stands: Will 
homes for self-respecting Ameri­ 
can families be ready when the 
Douglas, 
Dodge-Chicago, 
Buick, 
Aluminum Company and the South 
Chicago and Calumet region plants 
are ready to run at capacity? Or 
will the operation of these plants 
be handicapped by the lack of 
homes for their employees or by 
housing of such low grade that ef­ 
ficient labor will refuse to live in 
it? 


The February figure for the al­ 
teration and repair of homes was 
only a little better than that for 
January, that is, $61,115 as against 
$60,226 for January. This is for 
the suburban towns, 
as Chicago 
figures are not available.

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Cooking affects food 
value of vegetables 


Probably no class of foods suf­ 
fers g rea ter loss of nutritive val­ 
ues through preparation than fresh 
vegetables, 
according 
to \ Miss 
Frances Cook, assistant in food# 
extension, 
U niversity of Illinois 
College of A griculture, yet these 
are the foods which most of us 
rely upon to furnish an im portant 
share of the m inerals and vitam ins 
m eded in the diet. W ith rationing 
of canned vegetables and a sh o rt­ 
age of m any of the fresh varieties, 
it becomes increasingly im portant 
th a t we conserve all of the food 
value possible if our fam ilies are 
to be properly nourished. N ature 
is lavish w ith her gifts of m inerals 
and vitam ins. The difficulty is th at 
w e w aste them 
and very 
often 
through carelessness. 
Correct planning and m arketing 


ticient, continues -Miss Cook. Home 
.storage and cooking'm ethods m ust 
also be considered, for it is here 
th at much of the waste occurs. In 
general 
vegetables 
should 
be 
stored in a cool place in order to 
retain all of the food value pos­ 
sible. 
The leafy ones keep best 
when piled loosely 
in a covered 
vegetable pan or w aterproof bag 
— preferably a fte r washing and 
draining — and stored in the re­ 
frig erato r away from the freezing 
unit. Cauliflower, Brussel Sprouts, 
and broccoli lose freshness more 
quickly than cabbage. Leave them 
uncut until cooking tim e and keep 
them cold but not too dry. Root 
vegetables, as beets, carrots and 
turnips, need a cool, 
ventilated 
place. W hite and sweet potatoes, 
onions and squash call 
for dry, 
are im portant but they are not suf- 


cool storage away from the light. 
They should not be perm itted to 
freeze. 
Cooking affects the color, flavor 
and food value of all vegetables. 
Serve them raw whenever possible 
and when necessary to cook check 
the tim e carefully and cook until 
barely tender. Overcooking is th e 
m ost common fault. A tim e table 
for cooking vegetables may be se­ 
cured by waiting the College of 
A griculture, U niversity of Illinois. 
Prepare vegetables just before 
they are cooked or used. 
Place 
them in boiling salted w ater to re­ 
duce the cooking tim e and use as 
little w ater as required to prevent 
burning. The color of green veg­ 
etables will be brighter and the 
flavor of the strong-flavored ones 
more delicate, however, if more . 
w ater is used in cooking them . 
Use a covered sauce pan, and i 
do not add soda during either the I 
preparation or the cooking pro- j 
cess. Soda does brighten the col­ 
or of green vegetables, but it d e s -1 
troys vitam in C and thiam ine. 


S tart frozen vegetables to cook j 
before thaw ing. Place them in a 
pan 
im m ediately 
upon 
rem oval 


from the container and add only 
enough w ater to . la s t. during the ! 
short cooking period. The blanch­ 
ing and freezing processes break 
down the tissues so th a t less tim e 
is required for cooking the frozen 
vegetables than the fresh ones. 


Stir vegetables only when neces­ 
sary .' Stirring mixes air into the 
food and th at destroys some of 
the vitam ins. Since cooking w ater 
takes up some of the vitam ins and 
m inerals, it is good food. 
Don’t 
discard it. Serve it w ith the veg­ 
etables, use it in the preparation 
of soups, sauces, and gravies, or 
chill it, combine with other veg­ 
etable juices and serve as a re­ 
freshing beverage.

For Landlords: Replacements of 
wornout equipm ent and building 
repairs are not grounds upon which 
the rent director may g ran t an 
increase in rent. No increase m ay 
be granted the landlords because 
he has repaired the roof, installed 
a new grate in the furnace, pain t­ 
ed the building, or made sim ilar 
repairs to the building he owns . . . 
and which, if the repairs were not 
made, would deteriorate rapidly. 
If, however, the repairs are gen­ 
eral enough to amount to a com­ 
plete rehabilitation of the build­ 
ing for the ten an t’s 
benefit, the 
OPA may grant a rent adjustm ent. 


For Tenants: A ten an t is re­ 
sponsible 
for 
reasonably 
safe­ 
guarding the landlord’s property. 
Rent control has not changed this 
obligation. 
Willful destruction of 
property or dam age resulting from 
extrem e carelessness bv the ten 


a n t are grounds for eviction after 
the facts have been proved in a 
court of law. 
The facts m ust be 
proved to the judge’s satisfaction, 
however. 
Mere assertion by the 
landlord is not proof. 


Must Keep Up 
Remodeling 


Howard today advised landlords 
th a t any substantial reduction in 
decorating from th at supplied in 
1942 m ight cause his office to low­ 
er the m aximum legal rent for the 
property. 
Such a decorating reduction vio­ 
lates the minimum services pro­ 
visions of rent regulations, How­ 
ard said. 
Exceptions to the re­ 
quirem ent of approxim ately norm ­ 
al decorating would be made, he 
declared, only where an unusual­ 
ly extensive decorating had been 
{supplied last 
year, m aking 
an 
equal expenditure this year un- 
| reasonable.

“Tenants are entitled to receive 
-substantially the same am ount of 


decorating in dollar 
value

year as last,” Howard said, “If last 
year a landlord spent about $50

decorating, he should

since decorating costs have risen 
slightly, this may result in a slight 
reduction of the actual work done. 
When necessary, rent officials will 
estim ate th e value of work done 
in all cases of serious reduction.”

Proof that American farmers really did get their pro­

on most fresh vegetables. Cauli­ 
flower,

A fruit m arket 
interest this 
week was the arrival of about 20 
cars of bananas on the

market. Apple prices have moved 
upward slightly, despite the fact 
there are large supplies.

which to choose, such as McIntosh, 
Starks, Spys, and Baldwins. Cit­ 
rus fruit continues to sell close to 
or at ceiling prices, especially bet­ 
ter quality oranges and grapefruit.

What is a Family Allowance? 
A Government check sent to the 
soldier’s dependents regularly ev­ 
ery month. The Family Allowance 
is made up of mone^y set aside from 
his pay and money contributed by 
the Government. It is granted only 
upon application. 
It is payable 
only to dependents eligible under 
the law. These include, primarily, 
wife and child (Class A relatives); 
dependent parents and minor de­ 
pendent 
sisters 
and 
brothers 
(Class B dependents). 
How Much is Set Aside From 
the Soldier’s pay? 


$22 a month, if the allowance is 
for Class A relatives only, or class 
B dependents only. $27 a month, if 
it is for both Class A and Class B. 
How Much Will The 
Soldier’s Dependents get? 
Here are a few examples: 
Wife ................................................$50 
Wife and ch ild ...............................$62 
Wife and 2 children .................... $72 
Wife and mother only ................$47 
Wife and parents ..................... 
How Soon Does a Family 
Allowance Begin to be Paid? 


J he allowance begins to accrue 
the month after he applies and is 
payable when that month has end­ 
ed. For instance, if he applies in 
March, the allowance begins to ac­ 
crue in April and is payable in 
May. 
Who May Apply? 
The soldier may apply as soon 
as he is on active duty. All en­ 
listed men in the fourth, fifth, sixth 
or seventh grades may apply. De­ 
pendents may apply, too, but it is 
better for the soldier himself to do 
it. His wife or child (also a di­ 
vorced wife to whom alimony is 
payable) may receive this benefit 
with or without his consent. But 
class B dependents may receive it 
only if the soldier agrees. 
How is Application Made? 
Application is made only on the 
official form WD, AGO 625. These 
forms are available at Reception 
Centers, Recruiting Stations, local 
Chapters of the American 
Red 
Cross, 
Service Command 
Head­ 
quarters, and the Office of Depend­ 
ency Benefits. 
Is Documentary Proof of 
Relationship and Dependency 
Required? 


Yes, and soldiers or relatives 
should gather that proof before 
submitting applications and attach 
it 
to 
application. 
Documentary 
evidence consists of certified copies 
of the public or church record of 
m arriage and of~the birth of the 
soldiers children; two affidavits of 
dependency, sworn to by disinter­ 
ested persons, for each Class B 
dependent named in application. 
Evidence 
must accompany any 
application filed by a relative or 
dependent of the soldier. 


All Army Men May Authorize a 
C lass E Allotment from Their Pay 
For their dependents. 
For 
a 
civilian 
life-insurance 
premium. 
To a bank, for a savings or a 
checking account ’in the soldier’s 
name or in the name of a depend­ 
ent. 


What is a Class E. Allotment? 


The Class E. Allotment is a vol­ 
untary allotment authorized by a 
man in the Army, by WAAC’s, by 
Army nurses and by certain civil­ 
ian employees of the W ar Depart­ 
ment on duty outside the United | 
States. 
The allotment is taken 


from the allotter’s pay each month 
and sent to his dependents in the 
form of a Government check. It 
may be in any amount the allotter 
wishes to authorize, provided (if 
he is an enlisted man) he leaves 
himself not less than $10 a month. 
An officer may allot his entire pay 
and allowances. 
Who Mails the Checks? 
The Office of Dependency Bene­ 
fits, 213 W ashington St., Newark, 
N. J., administers Class E Allot­ 
ments as well as other soldier’s 
benefits, and issues all checks. 
How Soon Will an 
Allotment Be Paid? 
An allotment is payable at the 


end of the month for which it is 
made. Check may be mailed dur­ 
ing the following month.

N the near future, airplanes which 
are now able to fly blind between 
airports will also be able to make 
blind landings in fog as thick as 
London’s and there’ll be no danger 
of collision. When the pilot of the 
future approaches his destination 
and finds the airport hidden under 
a blanket of fog, instead of having 
to fly on to the nearest open field 
he will merely turn on his elec­ 
tronic blind landing equipment, ac­ 
cording to W. C. White, General 
Electric electronic engineer. 
“Through his head phones the 
pilot will hear signals guiding him 
to a point for the start of his glide, 
for the perfect descent that will 
bring his plane’s wheels down on 
the concrete runway,” White ex­ 


plains. “Before his eyes on the way 
down there will be an illuminated 
screen, much like the screen in a 
television set. On that screen from 
second to second will flash unmis­ 
takable signals, telling him whether 
he is losing altitude fast enough or 
too fast. He will know just where 
he is at every instant, not how high 
above sea level, but how high above 
the airport. All the* obstructions his 
plane must clear will be known in 
coming in to a happy landing.”

to fulfill income tax needs 
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Dried legumes are big 
aid in meat shortage 


Meat has not yet been rationed, 
but probably will be by the end 
of March. Hence in order to keep 
menus well balanced, it will be 
necessary for some homemakers 
to use meat alternatives. 


There are several good reasons 
why 
dried 
legumes 
can 
help 
stretch meats, according to Mrs. 
Cora Lockhart, assistant in home 
economics, University of Illinois, 
College 
of 
Agriculture. 
Even 
though these foods are already ra ­ 
tioned, their point value will prob­ 
ably be low' compared to canned 
goods and meat. This will enable 
consumers to make good use of 
them. 
While their protein is not as ex­ 
cellent as that which comes from 
animal tissue, they 
can furnish 
body-building material. They are 
a source of food energy more sub­ 
stantial and lasting than that giv­ 
en by most other foods. Beans con­ 
tain the essential minerals — iron, 
calcium and phosphorus. All the 
legumes are good sources of vita­ 
min B or thiamine, and vitamin G, j 


will lose some of the vitamins. 
4 Try new ways and many ways 
when you season beans and peas. 
I hey are a mild food and need 
seasonings to make them interest­ 
ing. There are many ways to sea­ 
son legumes besides the tradition­ 
al baked beans or bean soup. Don’t 
forget when you do make bean 
Soup, either navy or lima, that 
finely chopped peanuts, tomatoes, 
carrots, crisp bacon, chipped beef 
or cooked sausage add greatly to 
the flavor. 
Lentils and peas are 
used largely for soups, too. 


“Beans lend themselves well to 
baked dishes. To cooked beans, add 
a white sauce, catsup and crisp 
bacon. Sprinkle with bread crumbs 
and grated cheese and bake in a 
moderate oven until brown. Bean 
loaf is made much the same as 
meat loaf. 
It is delicious served 
with a hot tomato sauce.

Must restrict

Although luscious, green grass 
is one of the best dairy feeds, milk 
production may drop when cows 
are first turned out ty pasture un­ 
less special care is taken to pre­ 
vent it, says W. B. Nevens, pro­ 
fessor of dairy cattle feeding, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois, College of Ag­ 
riculture. 
It is best not to turn cows to 
pasture for the first 
day until 
after they have been well fed in 
the barn, and then to limit the 
number of hours a t pasture for 
the first tw’o or three days. A sud­ 
den change from the feeding of 
hay, silage and grain mixture to 
pasture feeding only may cause a 
\ sudden drop in milk flow' and di­ 
gestive disturbances. Fresh, green 
grass is so palatable 
in early 
spring that cows will fill up on it 
if given the opportunity, but, be­ 
cause of the high water content 
of the grass, they fail to receive 
enough nutrients from grass alone 
to maintain high milk production. 
A grain mixture should be fed 
to higher-producing cows through­ 
out the pasture -season, Nevens 
points out. 
Holsteins, Sw iss and 
Ayrshires need about one pound 
of grain mixture for each three 
pounds of milk produced over and 
above 30 pounds daily, while Jer­ 
seys and Guernseys need about 


one pound of grain m ixture for 
each 2.5 pounds of milk a day 
over and above 20 pounds daily. / 
If cows do not care for grain 
mixture when pastures are luxur­ 
iant, it may prove advantageous 
to take them from pasture one or 
two hours before feeding time so 
that they will consume the mix­ 
ture more readily. The use of I */2 
to 2 per cent of salt in the grain 
mixture is also helpful. As soon 
as pasture grasses begin to ripen 
or become scanty in amount, the 
rate of feeding may need to be 
increased.

Rabbit Brush for Rubber? 
Studies of the rabbit brush as a 
source of rubber are being made by 
federal scientists. A desert dweller 
like guayule, it is distributed over 
ten western states. 
It grows well 
at elevations around 7,000 feet, fre­ 
quently on inaccessible rocky hill­ 
sides, and rarely occurs in solid 
stands. 
Authentic analysis of the 
rubber content, together writh cur­ 
rent estimates of the existing stands 
of rabbit brush, indicate that not 
more than 30,000 tons of rubber could 
result from the slaughter of this 
shrub, the domestication of which is 
not favored by plant scientists.
